The letter read: “Please accept 
the eggs with my best wishes for 
your speedy recovery from the 
injuries you received when you 
lunded your plane yesterday. We 
especially admire the skill with 
which you and your fellow pilot 
landed your machines, and the 
speed and initiative shuwn by 
him in coming to render first aid.” 

“The fellow pilot" was the 
wounded officer's Flight Comman- 
der, What happened was this; a 
solitary Me, swept down out of 
the sun and attacked the rear- 
most Hurricane of an R.A.F. 
Squadron. The enemy had vanish- 
ed before anyone could interfere. 

The Hurricane was damaged 
and began to go down, The engine 
caught fire, The Flight Comman- 
der determined to give its pilot 
the best help he could. He flew 
round the damaged aircraft. 


At about 3,000 feet he realised 
that the other pilat would have 
difficulty in seeing the land be- 
cause of the. blazing engine and 
the ofl on his windscreen.

“British civilians are standing up to war strain 
a Government psychiatrist told a 
“The Spanish war produced 10 
times the number of neurosis cases in the same 


made to the corps of psychiatrists 
and psychologists who are work- 
ing at Government and L.C.C. cen- 
tres all over the country to com- 
bat war neurosis. 


When the war) broke out, the 
Ministry of Health obtained the 
advance of a Barcelona psy- 
chiatrist, who had two years’ ex- 
perience of the effect of warfare 
on the civilian mind. In the light 
of his knowledge and that gained 
in the last war, a nation-wide net- 
work of “mind hospitals’ was or- 
ganised,. 


This experience shows that 
treatment must be Immediate 
to be effective. It Is to enable 
victims of fear and anxiety 
neurosis to be taken in hand 
before the trouble becomes too 
deep-seated that this special ser- 
vice Is being augmented, 


It has been foufnd that one 
frequent cause of war neurosis is 
the fear of being thought to be 
afraid, 

War neurosis can also be brought 
on uy an accumulation of minor 
worries which have only an in- 
direct bearing on war--a_ fecling 
of imsecurity, breaking up of 
famuly life, exacting work in dif- 
ficult circumstances, and traveli- 
ing discomforts, 


Value Of Work 


Research over a fair period 
shows that wardens, fire watchers, 
A. F. S. men’ and women, 
other civil defence .workers are 
far less, prone ‘fo war neurosis 
than those who © sit ‘idly during 
an air raid, : 

Insufficient air and light in 
blacked-out rooms or shelters is a 
further cause of n¢urosis.

AFTER A FIFTY-MILE trip over mountain 
passes from Albania to Greece in a convoy of am- 
bulances carrying Greek wounded, I cannot praise 
highly enough their courage — nor the amazing 


skill of the drivers. 


The last stars shone coldly over the white 
Morava mountains in the Northern sector, when, in 
the dawn darkness, the wounded were carried from 
the forward base to the waiting ambulances. 


As they entered the ambulances, 
each was given bread and cheese 
and packets of cigarettes. 

Then after final checking, the 
ambulance convoy rumbled slow- 
ly along narrow mountain roads, 
each bump causing agony to the 
more severe cases, but their groans 
were drowned by the indomitable 
singing of the others. 

My ambulance was full of Ev- 
zones cuffering from frostbite 
and machine-gun wounds, Their 
courage during the Journey con- 
firmed my conviction that Mus- 
solini will never conquer the 
apirit of Greece. 

When Italian machines bombed 
the road, the thud of bombs in 
the vailey was mingled, with the 
famous furious Evzone war cry, 
“Aera, Aera,” from even the most 
severely wounded in my ambu- 
lance, and wunprintable epithets 
against the Fascist leaders. 


Personal Battle 


I continuously noted that the 
Greek soldier seldom exnrerses 
hatred of the ordinary Italian 
soldier, whem he: regards: merery 
with contempt, The war is much 
more a purely personal affair be- 
tween every.

INVASION ? 


Colonel Knox, Mr. 
Stimson, Mr. Churchill, 
Lord Beaverbrook, Signor 
Gayda,. Adolf Hitler, 
Field - Marshal Goering 
and Dr. Goebbels, despite 
their divergent views on 
most topics, are all agreed 
on one thing. They have 
all warned us in varying 
tones of emphasis that an 
attempted invasion of 
this country is possible 
during coming weeks and 
months. Do we believe 
them? The plain answer 
js that there are still mil- 
lions who do not. 

Now it is perfectly legi- 
timate for contrary opin- 
ions to exist about the 
probability of an invasion. | 
A good case can be made 
for the view that Hitler 
with his threats is seeking 
to bluff us. He has turn- 
ed his attention to the 
Mediterranean. He has 
to rescue Mussolini. He 
is looking covetously to- 
wards the Balkans and 
beyond. An invasion of 
Britain must certainly be 
a most hazardous military 
undertaking. If it failed 
a deadly blow would have 
been dealt against Hitler’s 
prestige. And in the long 
run might there not be 
some attraction for him 
in holding his empire, 
rounding out its periphery 
and defying the world to 
take his gains from him? 
It is a plausible argu- 
ment. Yet even so no one 
must refuse to believe m 
the possibility of an in- 
vasion. 

Nothing can alter the 
fact that the only quick 
way in which Hitler can 
win the war is by the sub- 
jugation of England. By 
next winter America’s aid 
to us will be cdrtsiderable. 
Even if by that time Hitler 
had succeeded in march- 
ing eastward and resus- 
citating Mussolini (a 
formidable restoration ) 
he would not have coun- 
ter-balanced the forfeit of 
time, the chief commodity 
which we need to solder 
the Anglo-American al- 
liance. He would have 
spent his own machines 
and allowed us to accu- 


mulate ours. Britain’s 
tight little island is the 
biggest prize. If it sinks, 
half the globe must . slip 
into Hitler’s hands. and 
the other half would be 
left without arms to face 
_ his tireless ambition.

Goes 


The armies of Reichsfuchrer 
Hitler are again on the march. 

The German move initially may 
not extend beyond the Bulgarian 
frontier, although Herr Hitler’s 
eventual objective is 
domination of all the Balkans. 
Completion of the occupation of 
small Bulgaria offered no parti- 
cular obstacle to the Nazi troops, 
although the terrain is mountain-

ous, roads and railroads are rela- 
tively poor and at this season

The main route of the “Orient 
Express” runs from Belgrade 
through Sofia, then south of the 
Balkan Mountains through Plovdiv 
and across the Turkish border to 
Adrianople and Istanbul, A 
branch line runs southward from 
Sofia down the Struma toward 
Salonika, 


Bulgaria is virtually cut in two 
by the Balkan Mountains. The 
southern and western parts of the 
country — along the Greek and 
Yugoslav frontiers — are moun- 
tainous; the Maritsa River system 
with its valleys and basins runs 
to the south-east and levels out 
into the Black Sea plain. There, 
at the border of Turkey, the 
Tinja River offers a goad barrier 
to invasion in front of Turkish 
Adrianople. 

The Rhodope Mountains on the 
south are a natural border be- 
tween Greece and Buigaria, 
pierced by several passes, the 
most important of them ‘being the 
Struma River gap, north-east of 
strategically important Greek 
Salonika. There are two other 
principal passes — north of Greek 
Kavala and north of Dede Agach. 
Roads ore bad and there are only 
seven across the Bulgarian-Greek 
frontier, all but one of them little 
better than mountain trails. 


The Rhodope Mountain passes 
that lead into the Greek pan- 
handle have been fortified by the 
Greeks with field works and the 
Turks also have established field 
fortifications along their frontler. 

Bulgaria, chiefly agricultural, 
would be of some importance, 
perhaps, to the German _ brea 
basket, but is chiefly important © 
strategically, for it is there that 
the two traditional routes of con- 
quest from Asia into Europe, and 
vice versa, meet — one through 
Russia north of the Black Sea, 
the other across the Dardanelles 
into Asiatic Turkey. Bulgaria is 
in a sense the strategic key to the 
Balkans; hence its impurtance in 
the German strategy. 


British Reaction 
Awaited 


What the British reaction !s to 
the German accupation js not yet 
clear. -We control the Aegean, 
and under the Montreux Conven- 
tion apparently have the right to 
send ships through the Dar- 
danelles into the Black Sea if de- 
sired, though the utility of such 
a move is questionable,

for a British landing in force, but

THE QUESTION of how many Americans share 
the viewpoint of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh in 
favouring a negotiated peace between Germany. and 
England, how niany want the British to try to make 
the best peace -they can now, instead of continuing 
the war, has been put to voters in a nation-wide sur- 
vey by the American Institute of Public Opinion. 


The results, according to Dr. 
George Gallup, the — institute's 
director, show that the negotiated 
peace idea is shared by only a 
small minority -- approximately 
one voter in every seven, 


“The strength of this group,” 
Dr. Gallup says, “just about equals 
that of another group at the op- 
posite extreme. those who want 
the United States to get into the 
war, The most recent survey on 
that subject found approximate:y 
one voter in every eight in favour 
of vorng to war, 


“In between these two extremes 

the ‘war party’ on the one hand, 
and the party which wants Jeng- 
land to make a deal with — the 
Nazis on the other hand lie the 
great majority of the American 
people.

The auctioneer made it clear 
that the 300 odd lots constituted 
only a portion of the household 
effects. It was that part which 
was no Jonger required by the 
family, 


Bidding was keen for a set of 
Persian pottery which formerly 
belonged to Mr, Joseph Chamber- 
lain. There was a valuable collec- 
tion of books, chiefly on butter- 
flies and moths—a favourite study 
of the late Prime Minister. One 
of these, “Beautiful Butterflies of 
the Tropics,” was inscribed, “With 
Sir John Holder's best wishes, 
Christmas, 1920." 


Among other articles offered 
was 8 gold buttonhole flower hold- 
er, though no one could remember 
the former Prime Minister ever 
wearing flowers in his coat lapel. 
A collection of Juvenile books were 
all more or less of a serious na- 
ture: ‘The Story of Our Island 
Home,” ‘Japan—Her Place in the 
East,” and “The Story of France.” 


Many of the souvenir hunters 
had hoped to secure an umbrella 
or fishing tackle, but none was on 
offer, Most of the fishing tackle 
had been distributed among ang- 
Iing friends. 


The first lot offered was a quan- 
tity of linoleum, for which an ini- 
tlal bid of 15s was made, but it 
finally went for £2. A 3ft oak 
bureau with graduated drawers 
which had been used by the 
Chamberlain family for accommo- 
dating birds' eggs realised 16s. 
Three sets—each of 50 children’s 
books—realised 12s. 17s 6a and 
20s per set. 

Mr. W. S. Edwards, who con- 
ducted part of the sale, afterwards 
said, “We had a good company 
and good competition. No doubt 
many people bought articles as 
souvenirs, I bought a little lot 
of ornamental china ay a souvenir 
for a guinea. It was a better sale 
than I thought Nicely.”

African forces, 


SEEING THE BLITZ 
FROM A NEW 


TO SPEND EVEN a day or two with A.A. gun-

During a visit I have just paid to a gun cvew in 
the Wést I found myself commiserating with gun 


crews who had watched

Sixteen men in an open 
boat drifted in an Atlan- . 
tic hell. Man after man 
died. Two friends, as 
death came on them, rose 
and clasped each other.

INVASION ? 


Colonel Knox, Mr. 
Stimson, Mr. Churchill, 
Lord Beayerbrook, Signor 
Gayda, Adolf Hitler, 
Field - Marshal Goering 

, and Dr. Goebbels, despite 
their divergent views on 
most topics, are all agreed 
on one thing. They have 
all warned us in varying 
tones of emphasis that an 
attempted invasion — of 
this country is possible 

* during coming weeks and 
months. Do we believe 
them? The plain answer 
is that there are still mil- 
lions who do not. 

Now it is perfectly legi- 
timate for contrary opin- 
Jons to exist about the 
probability of an invasion. 
A good case can be made 
for the view that Hitler 
with his threats is seeking 
to bluff us. He has turn- 
ed his attention to the 
Mediterranean. He has 
to rescue Mussolini. He 
is looking covetously to- 
wards the Balkans and 
beyond. An invasion of 
Britain must certainly be 
a most hazardous military 
undertaking. If it failed 

_ & deadly blow would have 
been dealt against Hitler's 
prestige. And in the long 
run might there not be 
some attraction for him 
in holding his empire, 
rounding out its periphery 
and defying the world to 
take his gains from him? 
It is a plausible argu- 
ment. Yet even so no one 
must refuse to believe in 

. the possibility of an in- 
vasion, 

Nothing can alter the 
fact that the only quick 
way in which Hitler can 
win the war is by the sub- 
jugation of England. By 
next winter America’s aid 
to us will be considerable. 
Even if by that time Hitler 

. had succeeded in march- 
ing eastward and resus- 
citafing Mussolini (a 
formidable restoration) 
he would not have coun- 
ter-balanced the forfeit of 
time, the chief commodity 
which we need to solder 
the Anglo-American al- 
liance. He would have 
Spent his own machines 
and allowed us to accu- 

.Mmulate ours. Britain’s 

tight little island is the 
biggest prize. If it sinks, 
half the globe must slip 
into Hitler’s hands. and 
the other half would be 
left without arms to face 
his tireless ambition. _ 
The hour may come at

Visiting Oxford in these days is 
a form of hard labour, especially 
on a Saturday. With a deal of 
cunning, pertinacity, and* brute 
force it is Just possible to insert 
yourself into the Cornmarket or 
the High Street: by repeating 
these qualities you may even es- 
tablish a foothold in one of the 
shops.

The joke 
about Oxford being the Latin 
Quarter of Cowley had begun to 
be true enough, But now, thanks 
to evacuation from London, New 
College might be called the Cul- 
ture Barrow of the New Cut, 
while Balliol rears the mock- 
baronial turrets of its front quad, 
like the Highland mansion of a 
Cockney profiteer, over a myriad 
jostling emigrants from Crickle- 
wood and (Samberwell. The new- 
comers appear to be of all kinds, 
from pale, exhausted mothers 
{the large majority) to some 
fairly sturdy, brutish, and prog- 
nathous males. Elbowed into the 
gutter by some of the more ‘for- 
midable of these and reflecting on 
their possible origin and the 
cause of their enforced leisure by 
the Isis, I decided that the true 
university of these days is a 
Collection of Bookies.

It would be extremely interest- 
ing to know what proportion of 
Oxford's London immigrants ar- 
riving since last September have 
taken the slightest trouble to find 
out anything about Oxford excépt 
the whereabouts of cinemas and 
shops. 

This kind of crowding will pass, 
but Oxford and Cambridge will 
never again be just enclaves of 
scholarship, the homes of a clois- 
tered and a fugitive learning. It 
can be well argued that univer- 
sities should be planted among 
the universal interests’ and that 
scholars should 
daily with the men of business 
and affairs. This, it may be 
thought, will broaden the minds 
ef each and mitigate both the 
priggishness of the bookworm 
and the crudity of the exclusive- 
ly commercial mind. None the 
less, I would support the idea of a 
somewhat separate city for the 
acadesnic life, because its separ- 
ateness now can never be com- 
plete. Cheap and swift transport 
makes total isolation impossible, 
and, in any case, there are several 
and prolonged vacations in which 
the student is sufficiently reminded 
of the market-place. 

In defence of the enclaves I 
would plead that the beginning 
of adult life in a place at once 
beautiful and dedicated tp the 
fine issues of life must have a 
precious influence for at least a 
fraction of the undergraduates; 
some of whom must have some 
sensibility in these matters. _ To

“Germany 
has colossal armament and stocks 
of raw materials. She ts stronger 
than ever and will use that 
strength against all nations aiding 
England. 


“Will Hitler’s warning have any 
effect on the United States? We 
do not think so. All 
events, Including the Foreign Af- 
fuirs Committee’s report, indicate 
that the United States will send 
ships to meet Axis torpedoes. 


“Roosevelt is not fighting to 


save England. He is fighting for 
American imperialism, — since he 
wants to replace England with the 
United States as a world power. 
To-day the United States is do- 
ing what Fngland did up to the

THE QUESTION of how many Americans share 
the viewpoint of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh in 
favouring a negotiated peace between Germany and 
England, how many want the British to try to make 
the best peace they can now, instead of continuing 
the war, has been put to voters in a nation-wide sur- 
vey by the American Institute of Public Opinion. 


The results, according to Dr. 
George Gallup, the — institute's

the United States to get into the

Women anxious to obtain some 
of the more. personal household 
effects as mementoes were among 
bidders at the auction sale of some 
of the furniture and effects of Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain's home, 
Westbourne, “Edgbaston, Birming- 
ham. 


The auctioneer made it clear 
that the 300 odd lots constituted 
only a portion of the household 
effects. It was that part which 
was no longer required by the 
family.

FROM A NEW ANGLE 


TO SPEND EVEN a day or two with A.A. gun- 
ners is to see the aerial blitz from a new angle, writes 


a London correspondent. 


During a visit I have just paid to a gun crew in 
the West I found myself commiserating with gun

Here, on a square chart, the pro- 
bable course of an aeroplane 
crossing the Channel is plotted. 
As it approaches . shells scream 
into the darkness, 


The heavy A.A. gunners are 
convinced to a man that they 
bring down or wing more ma- 
chines by far than they are ever 
credited with. The light batteries 
have less practice, for they are 
mainly concerned with low-fly- 
ing aircraft and dive-bombers.

work of “mind hospitals” was or- 
ganised. 


This experience . shows that 
treatment must be Immediate 
to be effective. It is to enable 
victims of fear and anxiety 
neurosis to be taken In hand 
before the trouble becomes too 
deep-seated that this special ser - 
vice is being augmented. 


It has been found that ony 
frequent cause of war neurosis is 
the fear of being thought to be 
afraid. 


War neurosis can also be brought 
on vy an accumulation’ of minor 
worries which have only an in- 
direct bearing on war—a feeling 
of imsecurity, breaking up of 
family life, exacting work in dif- 
ficult’ circumstances, and traveli- 
ing discomforts.

Stimson, Mr. Churchill, 
Lord Beaverbrook, Signor 
Gayda, Adolf Hitler, 
Field - Marshal Goering 
and Dr. Goebbels, despite 
their divergent views on 
most topics, are all agreed 
on one thing. They have 
all warned us in varying 
tones of emphasis that an 
attempted invasion of 
this country is possible 
during coming weeks and 
months. Do we believe 
them? The plain answer 
is that there are still mil- 
lions who do not. 

Now it is perfectly legi- | 
timate for contrary opin- 
ions to exist about the 
probability of an invasion. | 
A good case can be made 
for the view that Hitler 
with his threats is seeking 
to bluff us. He has turn- 
ed his attention to the 
Mediterranean. He has 
to rescue Mussolini. He 
is looking covetously to- 
wards the Balkans and 
beyond. An invasion of 
Britain must certainly be 
a most hazardous military 
undertaking. If it failed 
a deadly blow would have 
been dealt against Hitler’s 
prestige. And in the long 
run might there not be 
some attraction for him 
in holding his -empire, 
rounding out its periphery 
and defying the world to 
take his gains from him? 
It is a plausible argu- 
ment. Yet even so no one 
must refuse to believe in 
the possibility of an in- 
vasion. 

Nothing can alter the 
fact that the only quick, 
way in which Hitler can 
win the war is by the sub- 
jugation of England. By 
next winter America’s aid 
td us will be considerable. 
Even if by that time Hitler 
had succeeded in march- 
ing eastward and resus- 
citating Mussolini , (a 
formidable restoration ) 
he would not have coun- 
ter-balanced the forfeit of 
time, the chief commodity 
which we need to solder 
the Anglo-American al- 
liance. He would have 
spent his own machines 
and allowed us to accu- 
mulate ours. Britain’s 
tight little island is the 
biggest prize. If it sinks, 
half the globe must slip 
into Hitler’s hands, and 
the other half would he 
left without arms to face 
his tireless ambition.

THE QUESTION of how many Americans share 
the viewpoint of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh in 
favouring a negotiated peace between Germany and 
England, how many want the British to try to make 
the best peace they can now, instead of continuing 
the war, has been put to voters in a nation-wide sur- 


vey by the American Institute of Public Opinion. 


The results, according to Dr. 
George Gallup, the — institute's 
director, show that the negotiated 
peace idea ts shared by only oa 
small minority — approximately 
one voter in every seven. 

“The strength of this group," 
Dr. Gallup says, “just about equals 
that of another group at the op- 
posite extreme. those who want 
the United States to get into the 
war, The most recent survey on 
that subject: found approximately 
one voter in-every eight in favour 
of forme to war,
